fice of County Agent F. J. Veatch, 
Jr., a total of 329 in favor of and 
61 against the tax on excess acre­ 
age was recorded. 
Seven chal­ 
lenged votes w'ere unopened 
b e ­ 
cause those who cast them w ere 
either from another 
county 
or 
com m unity, or it was 
declared 
they had not produced cotton last 
year. 
T hroughout the United States a 
count of 90 per cent of the votes 
showed 940,400 in favor a 177,- 
800 against, giving the proposition 
a favorable m ajority of nearly 85 
per cent. 
The 10 leading cotton counties 
of Missouri showed 86.4 per cent 
of the farm ers in favor of the re f­ 
erendum . H ow ard Shirkey, ch air­ 
m an of the state AAA at Colum ­ 
bia, pointed out that Missouri re ­ 
tu rn ed a m ore favorable vote than 
any other state this year and last 
y ear both. 
T he total was 
8181 
Yes and 1287 No. 
The heaviest cotton 
producing 
counties of the state, Scott, New 
M adrid, Mississippi, Pemiscot and 
Dunklin, all carried by a 
heavy 
vote, but the biggest result favor­ 


able cam e from Oregon, w here 82 
votes were in favor and 2 against. 
Butler and Ripley failed to give 
the necessary tw o-thirds. 
Balloting this year was lighter 
than that for the 1938 crop, cast 
last March. 
In Scott County the 
quota carried by m ore than 12-1 
in the 547 for and 47 against. 
A 
lighter vote was cast in general. 
F arm ers 
rejected 
a 
similar 
proposition on rice and tobacco. 
Shirkey, who had expected the 
quotas to be approved by around 
an 80 per cent m argin in Missouri, 
pointed out two significant factors 
in the present vote. 
He said that 
the quota system had been in ef­ 
fect for a year and the 
farm ers 
knew w hat they w ere voting for, 
and that the penalty for exceed­ 
ing the m arketing limits had been 
raised from 2 to 3 cents for the 
coming crop.

ago than Barton, situated in south­ 
west Missouri on the Kansas bor­ 
der. 
George H. Walser, lawyer,

publicity to a unique experiment 
in intellectual community living in 
Barton County, where he laid out 
the town of Liberal, established 
Liberal Normal School and Busi­ 
ness Institute, and Free Thought 
University. 
He later became

convert to spiritualism and 
was 
influential in drawing a number 
of international 
conventions 
of 
spiritualists to the county. 
The same factors which induced 
W.ilser to purchase 2.000 acres of 
land and invest a fortune in Bar­ 
ton County brought many settlers 
from Illin is and other northeast 
states.

Missouri Ur^ed To Put 


Teeth in Sales Tax Law 


Jefferson City, Dec. 10.—Don’t 
raise the sales tax to 3 per cent, 
but put teeth in the 2 per cent 
tax law, G. H. Bates, supervisor of 
the sales tax departm ent, advised 
today. 
Bates suggested two means' of 
strengthening the old law to in­ 
crease the state's 
revenue 
from 
the sales tax by $3,000,000. One 
method would be a “use tax” or 
a levy on commodities purchased 
in other states for use 
in 
Mis­ 
souri. 
“As things are now,” he said, 
‘persons who w ant to escape the 
Missouri sales tax order goods in 
other states and have it shipped 
in. 
Then they don’t pay 
a 
tax 
here or in the state in which the 
goods were bought.” 
He said that huge supplies of 
building m aterials and 
coal are 
being shipped, tax free, into Mis­ 
souri. 
A “use tax ” on sueii ship­ 
ments would bring the state from 
two to two and a half million dol­ 
lars each biennium, 
Bates esti­ 
mated. 
His other method would be a 
law requiring every Missouri m er­ 
chant to obtain a perm it from the 
state. 
‘The 
sales 
tax 
departm ent 
should then be em powered to re­ 
voke these perm its or licenses if 
the m erchant did not 
pay 
his 
sales tax prom ptly,” the 
super­ 
visor said. 
He said that the only 
recourse 
the departm ent now has in col­ 
lecting delinquent sales 
tax 
is 
through the 
courts, 
“and 
that 
takes a long tim e,” Bates said. 
The sales tax departm ent 
ex­ 
pects to turn $40,000,000 into the 
general revenue fund in the next 
biennium. 
In 1937, when the old 
one per cent rate was in effect for 
several months, sales tax revenue 
was $17,500,000. Receipts this year 
were estim ated at $21,000,00. 
Paper mill tokens have almost

Liquor Agents to 
Aid Gaming Crusade 
Jefferson City, 
December 9.— 
Supervisor E. J. McMahon today 
ordered the State Liquor D epart­

He instructed all inspectors to 
report “immediately, any person

employment: 
“Are you a holiday employee? 
“If so, you will need 
a 
social 
security account num ber whether 
your w’ork is for a few hours, a 
day, a week or continues indef­ 
initely. 
“You can get your social secur­ 
ity account number by filling out 
a small blank, known as an ‘SS-5 
application’. 
You may be able to 
get this blank from your employ­ 
er, but if not you can get it

Caesar or 
Barbarians in U. S. 


One of 
the 
earliest 
political 
forecasts on record concerning the 
United States and 
its 
problems 
comes to light in “Lord Macaulay: 
Victorian Liberal,” a 
biography 
of the famous English statesm an 
and author, by Richmond Croom 
Beatty, just published 
by 
the 
University of Oklahoma Press. 
W riting in 1858, Macaulay pre­ 
dicted “the time will come when 
New England will be as thickly 
peopled as old England. 
Wages 
will be as low, and will fluctuate 
as much with you as 
with 
us. 
Hundreds of thousands of artisans 
will assuredly sometimes be out 
of work. 
Then your institutions 
will be brought to a test.” 
Macaulay, in his letter to H. S. 
Randall, the biographer of Thom ­ 
as Jefferson, even went so far os 
to 
predict 
the 
possibility 
of 
fascism for the United States, ac­ 
cording to Beatty. 
Analyzing the 
inevitable growth of 
conflicting 
political ideals, he told 
Randall 
that “either some Caesar or 
Na­ 
poleon will seize the 
reins 
of 
government with a strong hand, 
or your republic will be as fear­ 
fully plundered and laid waste by 
barbarians in the tw entieth cen­ 
tury as the Roman empire 
was 
in the fifth.” 
M acaulay was one of the lead­ 
ers of liberalism when he began 
his political life, 
and 
as 
the 
reform bill of 1832 had brought 
democratic governm ent to 
Eng­ 
land in the modern sense. 
Later 
in life, however, he became sus­ 
picious of democracy, and he dis- 


Christmas Tree 
Fire Hazards 


To avert the hazard of fire dur­ 
ing the Christmas season and the 
frequent loss of life and property 
incident 
thereto, 
special 
care 
should be exercised in setting up 
the tree, which should be firmly 
set in a stand provided for that 
purpose, according to a bulletin 
recently issued by the fire pre­ 
vention division of the Industrial 
Commission of Wisconsin. 
Only non-combustible 
m ater­ 
ials, such as m etal 
tinsel, 
flake 
asbestos and powder mica should 
be used for decorating the tree. 
Tissue paper* cotton or other like 
flammable m aterials should 
not 
be used to decorate the tree 
or 
the home at this gladsome season. 
Attaching 
candles 
to 
t h e 
branches of the tree for Illumin­ 
ating purposes is 
a 
dangerous 
practice, and has been responsi­ 
ble for many fires. 
A much safer 
plan is to illum inate the tree by 
means of small colored 
electric 
lights, care being taken to 
see 
that the wiring is properly 
in­ 
stalled. 
Instances have been re­ 
ported where a fire, due to over­ 
loading the 
circuit, 
ignited 
the 
tree. 
W here additional 
exten­ 
sions are necessary, it Is best 
to 
employ an expert electrician. 
Every home should be provid­ 
ed with a hand fire extinguisher, 
which should bo conveniently lo- 
catrd, in the event that 
anything 
should go amiss 
in 
connection 
with the Christm as tree 
or 
its 
decorations. 
If a fire extinguish­ 
er is not available, a bucket 
of 
water or a pail of sand should be 
close at hand, should an 
em er­ 
gency arise. 
Christmas trees, as well as ever­ 
greens used in 
decorating 
the 
home, should be prom ptly remov­ 
ed when they have served 
their 
purpose. 
When 
they 
become 
withered, they are highly inflam­ 
mable and are a most serious fire 
hazard, if allowed to remain 
on 
the premises in this condition. 
Despite what has been accomp­ 
lished in eliminating the hazard 
to life and property incident 
to 
the celebration of the festival of 
Christmas, each 
recurring 
year 
records 
instances 
of 
saddened 
homes, where fire, 
due 
to 
the 
ignition of the Christmas tree or 
its decorations, destroyed a home, 
not infrequently accompanied by 
the loss of the lives of loved ones.
